The chamber or commerce is of- 


ten accused of being self-centered 
in seeking to establish factories in 
this area. Some of the criticism, 
perhaps, is justified. It does not 
seem logical that a factory owner, 
a member of the chamber, would 
commit-himself to encouraging an- 
other competing factory to enter 
his happy industrial realm. 


In the main, however, there 


seems little Justification to criti- 
cize the local chamber for block* 
ing further industrial expansion 
here. 
AK one local industrialist 


explained It to us, the encourage- 
ment of more factories here 
could be beneficial. 
It would 


encourage a larger and more ex- 
perienced labor pool from which 
all can draw.* • •

The school, 


presently located near Chicago, 
has 300 students.

This vicinity is admirably suited 


for such a school. But the acqui- 
sition of desirable property and the 
accomplishment of the many other 
details needed to make this trans- 
fer a reality, only serves to point 
up the difficulties that quite fre- 
quently stymies the chamber. 


It serves to prove, also, that 


sometimes the failure of a city 
to -grow and expand hoars no re- 
lationship to the attitude of those 
who are at least partially respon- 
sible for the encouragement of 
that expansion.

Monday night and U. S. counter- 
attacks Tuesday and Wednesday 
got nowhere. 


But 
even as the Chinese on 


Baldy. squirmed under the U. S. 
guns, another Red force struck 
four Allied outposts about 25 miles 
to the southwest in the Munean- 
Panmunjom area. 


An officer there said one attack 


reached the Allied trenches after 
heavy artillery fire. The Chinese 
jumped off just after sundown and 
the fighting was still hot three 
hours later. 


Size Unknown 


There was no immediate report 


on the size of the attack. 


Both sides have 
taken 
bitter 


losses in the slugging match fpr 
the red-dirt peak overlooking the 
Imjin Valley gateway to Seoul. 


The Eighth Army said the Reds 


lost 
1,859 men—including 
143 


counted dead and 
434 believed 


killed—in the first two days. U. S. 
casualties were not announced. 


In Tokyo, Gen. Mark Clark, U. 


N. Far East commander, said he 
does not think the loss of Old 
Baldy is a serious blow, but added, 
"It is always serious when we 
lose people." 


As dawn broke today U. S. war- 


planes began battering Baldy with 
1,000-pound bombs, hitting again 
and again. 
Artillery made the 


hill a smoking mess. 


Chinese- Hold on 


But the Chinese were up there 


on the bare peak, some dead and 
wounded, others probably deep in- 
side bunkers and trenches. 


A Colombia officer, whose men 


held the first Chinese attack until 
th'ey ran out of ammunition, said 
the Reds acted as if they had been 
doped. H e said he found brown 
pills on some of the Chinese dead.

Youth Camp Suspected 
As 'Red' School Front 


Mild-Appearing Children's Camp 
May Hide Revolutionists9 School 


LOS ANGELES—<ff)—A sinister picture of an innocent-appearing 


children's camp in the mountains, turned into a secret Communist party 
school for revolutionaries, is before the house un-American activities 
committee today. 


Startling the spectators, Chair 


man Harold H. Velde (R-I11) made 
a statement which said the com- 
mittee has this information: 


The school was held the week- 


end of Dec. 5-7, 1952, at Camp 
Tenaya, Crestline, Calif., a resori 
town in the San Bernardino moun- 
tains 15 miles from San Bernar 
dino. 


New Red School ' 


"It is of particular concern thai 


this school was one of a series 01 
new schools to be held by the Com- 
munist party for the purpose of 
issuing 
directives 
to 
infiltrate 


shops, key industries, and in par 
ticular, defense establishments. 


"It is alleged that, this school 


was concluded with an announce- 
ment that a dictatorship of the 
proletariat would take place im 
mediately after a revolution to 
secure power and that it would 
be necessary for the party com 
rades to safeguard against, the re 
surgence of capitalism." 


Velde said the camp itself, ordi- 


narily closed during the winter 
months, is operated by Joe Spring- 
er and his wife Preva Springer, 43, 
a wintertime cloak and suit maker 
in Los Angeles, acknowledged that 
he and his wife own and run the 
children's camp, but he declined 
to answer any question bearing on 
the alleged secret school, because 
"it would mean I'm 
testifying 


against myself." 


No Answers 


Rep. Morgan M. Moulder (D-Mo) 


developed the picture further in 
questions, although he got no an- 
swers. 


He asked whether about 20 peo- 


ple arrived at the camp about mid- 
night Dec. 5, whether Mr. and Mrs. 
Springer were there, whether those 
attending were advised "because 
of security reasons" not to walk 
around in the daytime but stay in 
the cottages so as not to be seen, 
whether Springer is or was a 
Communist party member. 


Committeemen sought vainly for 


answers to questions on whether 
Springer had rented the camp to 
Communists and who the adult 
fuests 
last December were. 


Springer did describe the camp 
buildings and tents, said he ac- 
commodated children 7 to 15 years 
old and offered them woodcraft, 
nature craft, hikes, ball playing, 
sewing and weaving.

Question Security 


Bohlen's opponents have raised 


questions about his security and 
h^ve said he was intimately linked 
with Democratic foreign policies 
which, they contend, were repudi- 
ated in 1952 elections.

The BLS said the price of food 


dropped 1.4 per cent over the 
month and that food prices aver- 
aged lower in all 48 cities survey- 
ed. This put the average price on 
food at its lowest point since Jan- 
uary, 1951—one per cent below a' 
year ago and 10,9 per cent above 
June, 1950. 


The month's sharpest food price 


decline—2.9 per cent—was record- 
ed in the meat, poultry and fish 
category. 


Doesn't Reflect Curhx 


The index published today was 


the first since the lifting of all 
price controls but that action was 
not completed until after the sam- 
pling of prices for the February 15 
index.

President

Ike Also Declares 
Bohlen 'Best' for 
Envoy to Russia 


WASHINGTON — 


President Eisenhower said to- 
day the ammunition situation 
in Korea now is perfectly 
sound as compared with the 
type of operations going on 
there. 


The President made this state- 


ment at a news conference during 
which he also defended his nom- 
ination of Charles E. (Chip) Boh- 
len to be ambassador to Russia. 
He said Bohlen, who has come un- 
der fire from a group of Republi- 
can senators, is the best qualified 
man and the nomination sticks. 


Stirred by Van Fleet 


Eisenhower's remarks about the 


ammunition 
situation in Korea 


were touched off by questions 
about the differences between the 
Pentagon and General James A. 
Van Fleet. 


Van Fleet, retiring commander 


of the Eighth Army in Korea, lias 
declared there were serious, soma- 
times critical, shortages of am- 
munition during his 22 months in 
Korea. 


Top military leaders in the Pen- 


tagon denied that, but a Senate 
committee said it agreed with Van 
Fleet. 


Eisenhower said he had specifi- 


cally checked on the loss of Old 
Baldy mountain by the Allies and 
was told that ammunition. was not 
a factor. 


Important Hill 


Old Baldy is an important hill 


position which Communist forces 
wrested from Allied troops this 
week. 


Eisenhower said he personally 


had checked up on the strugglet, 
and had asked whether the hill had 
been given up for any reasons' re- 
lating to an ammunition shortage. 


He said he was told emphatical- 


ly there was no such relationship. 
He said there has been a shortage 
of three items of ammunition in 
Korea but that the supply situa- 
tion is 'improving. 


On other matters, Eisenhower: 
1. Announced that he will rec- 


ommend to Congress, within a few 
days, creation of a presidential 
commission to study federal-state 
relations in the fields of taxation, 
grants in aid and social security. 


Admires Roberts 


2. Said he has great admiration 


for Wesley Roberts, Republican 
national chairman. Eisenhower ad- 
ded that he will wait for a Kansas 
state committee to complete an 
investigation of charges against 
Roberts before deciding whether 
Roberts should stay on as chair- 
man. Roberts has been accused of 
lobbying, without registering under 
the state lobbying law. 


3. Declared that if government 


employes are not willing to be en- 
tirely loyal to their superiors, they 
should resign. 
While he was in 


the Army, the President said, he 
always felt it would be treasonous 
for him to stay on if he could not 
give loyalty to the civilian author- 
ities above him. 


4. Declared he does not believe 


any high government o f f i c i a l 
should accept pay for leave earned 
but not actually taken. He was 
ommenting on recent acceptance 
>y Truman administration officials 
—including eight Cabinet members 
—of a total of more than $700,000 
n accumulated leave. The money 
was paid to more than 215 govern- 
ment officials and employes be- 
tween Nov. 1, 1952, and Feb. 15, 
1953.

SPRINGFIELD, 111. (5V-Gamma 


globulin must be used sparingly 
in treatment of measles because 
of greatly increased demand for 
its use against polio, the State 
Health Department cautioned to- 
day. 


Dr. Roland R. Cross, state health 


director, said that tests last year 
to demonstrate the protective in- 
fluence of gamma globulin against 
poliomyelitis created a demand 
"beyond any immediate hope of 
satisfaction." 


Gamma globulin is derived from 


human blood, Dr. Cross said in a 
statement, and its supply is "ob- 
viously limited." 


Its nationwide distribution has 


been taken over by a federal 
health agency, which is allocating 
the serum on the basis of need. 


"Gamma globulin probably will 


not alter the, course of measles 
once the disease has set in and it 
will not be distributed for this pur- 
pose," Dr. Cross said. 


"The most practical application 


in measles is for prevention or 
modification following exposure to 
susceptible children provided it is 
given within the first week of the 
incubation period." 


The chief danger from measles 


lies in development of such com- 
plications as 
bronchopneumoma, 


encephalitis and impairment 
ot

Senate Wednesday that Thayer had 
been ordered home "and is, I un- 
derstand, to be discharged." 
Al- 


though McCarthy gave no reason, 
he sajd Thaycr's activities when 
he was head of the Voice of Ameri- 
ca arc "well known to the Senate." 


At the State department, how- 


ever, Press Officer Lincoln White 
said Thayer had resigned because 
he wanted to give his full time to 
writing. White said he did not know 
whether the resignation had been 
requested. 


Thayer was not available for 


comment but the press office here 
said his resignation was voluntary. 
It said the State department had 
ordered the new investigation de- 
spite the fact that Thayer had been 
cleared for the Munich post only 
last April. 


"Under these circumstances, Mr. 


Thayer voluntarily submitted his 
resignation." the. office reported.

diplomat here said:

law, President Eisenhower's nomi- 
nee as ambassador, to Russia, have 
been regarded as among the U. S.

But just because Moscow has put more thought into its 
' newest offensive does not mean the maneuvers are any more 
*' sincere than before. Those who make a specialty of examin-

Do Not Risk Exposure to 
Harmful Lead Products 


By EDWIN P. JORDON, M. D. 


Lead poisoning is a most unplea- 


sant affliction. 
Although industry 


has done and is doing a fine job 
in cutting down on the frequency 
of this form of poisoning, it is still 
too common, and people should be 
alert to the dangers. 


The most common form of poi- 


soning from lead is of a chronic 
variety. This results from absorb- 
lion of lead in small amount over 
a fairly long period of time. 


The 
symptoms 
take 
various 


forms. 
A blue line around the 


gums is fairly frequent; some pa- 
ralysis, usually of the arms, and 
colicky pains in the bowels are by 
no means rare. Many victims of 
chronic 
poisoning 
complain 
of 


headache and frequently show a

tendency towards emotional ex- 
citement or depression. 


Although less frequent, an acute 


form of lead poisoning is also rec 
ognized. 
This comes only from 


rapid absorbtion of large quanti 
ties of lead in a poisonous form 
and results in severe pain in the 
abdomen, vomiting, colicky cramps 
and collapse. 


In both acute and chronic poi- 


soning the skin usually develops a 
waxy color, and the red blood cells 
when examined under the micro 
scope develop a characteristic ap 
pearance." 


More important than recogniz- 


ing the symptoms of lead poison 
ing when they occur is the exercise 
of care in preventing exposure to 
lead in harmful forms. 


In the past one of the principal 


dangers has been from paint con- 
taining lead. 
Because this pro 


duced so many difficulties, the lead 
industries agreed a number of 
years ago to discontinue the use of 
lead pigments in all paints which 
are meant to be used inside houses, 
and particularly on toys or chil 
dren's furniture. 


This has undoubtedly resulted 


in some decrease in the amount of 
lead poisoning, but many paints 
meant for outdoor use still contain 
lead and there are occasional cases 
of poisoning from this source still 
reported. 


Not long ago, for example, the 


chief of the- Bureau of Industrial 
Hygiene of the city of Cleveland 
kindly told me of a baby who was 
hospitalized in that city, suspected 
of lead poisoning as a result of 
chewing lead paint. 
POISONING LESS COMMON 


Lead poisoning is just as serious 


as it ever was, though it is becom- 
ing less common, thanks to the 
measures which have been intro 
duced in industry to protect work- 
ers and users of industrial prod 
ucts. 


Nevertheless, 
lead 
poisoning, 


whether acute or chronic, is a most 
unpleasant disorder and difficult 
to treat successfully, though new 
methods are 
promising. 
There 


must therefore be no letup In pre 
ventive'measures. 


Those who know that they come 


in 
contact 
with 
lead 
products 


should use great care, particularly 
in 
avoiding 
inhaling dust 
and 


fumes and in cleansing their hands 
and fingernails before eating.

Pegler Questions Propriety of Granting "Award" 
Of $1,000, Tax Free, to Justice of Supreme Court 
The Sidney Hillman Foundation, Inc., recently announced that»Wil« 


liam 0. Douglas, associate justice of the Supreme court, had been 
selected to receive its annual "award for meritorious public service." 
The amount of this "award" is $1.000 and It has the legal status of a 
tax-exempt gift of money under th« official interpretation of the In- 
ternal Revenue. My authority Is a letter from the late Elmer Irey, 
the coordinator of Treasury- intelligence units. The occasion was a 
request for guidance in regard to a check for $1.000 which I had re- 
ceived as a Pulitzer award in journalism. 
Irey said the problem was 


a new one on him so he had obtained a ruling. 


I wrote to Justice Douglas asking whether hev had accepted, this 


gift of money from an organization (which is aggr.essiyely political) 


but received no answer. 
Neither did he answer a 


request 'for- a statement as to whether he had re- 
ceived pay from Look magazine for an article about 
his travels in the Far East and, if so, how much. 
The editor of Look did answer a letter of similar 
import. 
His answer was "Yes." 
However, tha 


editor declined -to tell me the amount paid Douglas 
for . this extracurricular commercial activity with 
a company which might come before the court in 
a lawsuit involving, its financial interests or other 
important interests.

^hc Sidney Hillman Foundation, Inc., announced 


its gift of money, described euphemistically as an "award," in a bro- 
chure without date and giving no official address. However, I do not 
doubt its authenticity because the daily papers mentioned the "award" 
some weeks ago. 


Douglas gets $25.000 a year from the government. He also gets 


other income, as the editor of Look tells us. To a man with that 
much income a tax-free tip of $1,000 would be equal to almost $2.000 
of taxable income. It is not necessary to labor the fact that this 
was substantial income or the propriety of the foundation's conduct 
in giving cash to a justice of the Supreme court. Clever and learned 
as he is in the law and other pertinent lines of thought. Justice 
Douglas may reasonably be thought to have weighed, these considera- 
tions, including the propriety of his own conduct, and to have resolved 
them in his own favor.

Inc.,' exists in honor of a pro-So-

King Kong * - - Incredible Nazi Spy 


NEW YORK — On Sept. 17, 1944, 


nearly 10,000 British paratroopers 
dropped behind Nazi lines at Arn- 
hem, in Holland. This was part 
of "•peration Market-Garden," a 
concentrated Allied attack designed 
to smash German resistance and 
end the war. But nine days, later, 
2400 men — the only ones left" alive 
— fought their way back to safety. 


At Uie time, It seemed like a 


sheer coincidence that a strong 
Nazi force of armor and infantry 
was at Arnhem, surrounding the 
drop area. It seemed that way to 
everyone but Col. Oreste Pinto, 
the chief of the Dutch counter- 
intelligence organization, attached 
to' SHAEF. 


Now, in a book called "Spy- 


Catcher," Pinto tells for the first 
time the whole story o f . the "in- 
credible Nazi agent behind the 
disaster. 
He was called "King 


Kong." 


The spy was Christian Linde- 


mans, but King Kong suited him 
better because he was a giant. 
When he was finally captured, 
there 
were 
no 
handcuffs 
big 


enough to fit his wrists. To make 
the fact of his traitorism more 
astounding, he, was the revered 
leader of the Dutch resistance 
movement.

Yet, Pinto figures, King Kong's 


one' act of treachery that led to 
the Arnhem disaster cost some 
7000 lives. It also, Pinto believes, 
prolonged the war six months and 
cost thousands of additional lives 
and millions in money and equip- 
ment. 
Nevertheless, King Kong 


cheated justice in the end.

Pinto had suspected Lindemans

But, when Pinto prepared to 


question 
Lindemans himself, it 


was too late. The Canadian forces 
had borrowed him, as an outstand- 
ing Dutch resistance fighter, for 
a special mission. He had gone to 


hoven that a gigantic airborne at- 
tack was coming north of that 
town. Arnhem is north of Eind- 
hoven. 


"Sending Lindemans on such an 


errand," Pinto writes, "was equiv- 
alent to broadcasting the news of 
the forthcoming Allied parachute 
landings on the BBC news bulle- 
tins." 


Pinto, of course, knew nothing 


about the mission the Canadians 
wanted Lindemans to perform. He 
did know that the huge man was 
not the sort to entrust with vital 
information. But Lindemans was 
gone. It was too late. And 7000 
men died as a result. 


Pinto wrote a report on his 


Lindemans investigation and filed 
it with SHAEF. 
For six weeks, 


nothing happened. Then Pinto got 
the last piece of evidence he need- 
ed. An admitted traitor, Cornells 
Verloop. in a desperate effort to 
save his own life, informed on 
King Kong. 
Verloop told Pinto 


exactly how Lindemans betrayed 
Arnhem.

Lindemans was arrested and 


flown to England, where he con- 
fessed everything. He had turned 
traitor when his brother and girl 
friend 
were 
captured 
by 
the 


Gestapo. 
From then on, he _led 


his resistance fighters into am 
bush after ambush. 


But he was never suspected. For 


one reason, he was once shot him- 
self, 
by the 
German 
Security 


Police, who were unaware that 
Lindemans was an employe of 
German M i l i t a r y Intelligence 
(Abwehr). 
For another reason, 


he was the great King Kong, and 
above suspicion. 


Lindemans 
was 
returned 
to 


prison' in Holland. 
Month after 


month, he was kept in jail but no 
trial was held. 
He lost weight, 


his hair turned gray, he took sick. 
Yet he was still able to persuade 
a nurse to help him escape, an 
attempt that almost succeeded. 


This same nurse, with the long- 


postponed trial which would have 
brought the case into the open 
only two.days off .entered into a 
suicide pact with King Kong. She 
swallowed 80 aspirin tablets, but 
rescue efforts saved her life. 


All attempts to revive Linde 


mans failed. King Kong was dead. 


Russia Promises All-Out 
Aid to Communist China

MOSCOW UP)—The Soviets today 


charted a big new aid program for 
Communist China to boost their 
Red ally's heavy industry. In re- 
turn, the Peiping government will 
send raw materials to Russia. 


Moscow papers announced that 


a new agreement and two protocols 
covering the program were signed 
here recently in the presence of 
Chinese Premier-Foreign Minister 
Chou En-lai. He came to Moscow 
early this month as head of the 
Chinese delegation to the funeral 
of the late Joseph Stalin. 


Russian Promises 


Russia promised to help increase 


China's .electric power capacity by 
expanding existing power plants 
and building new ones. Other as- 
sistance will be provided in equip- 
ping Chinese metallurgical, mining, 
machinery, chemical, transport and 
other industries . 


The Soviet Union also will supply 


China with agricultural machinery, 
pedigreed cattle and seeds.

WHITEN KITCHEN BOARDS 
Greasy, stained kitchen boards 


can be bleached to clean white- 
ness. Soften top layer of the wood 
with Javelle water or lye. This 
will take about half an hour. Then 
scrape with paint knife or piece-of 
glass, letting the shavings fall on 
newspaper. Rinse with vinegar or 
lemon juice. Fill any cracks with, 
putty cr wood filler. When dry, 
rub smooth with steel wool or 
sandpaper.

Bill to Ban Manufacture of 
Slots, Gets Committee Okay 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. I/D— A pro- 


posal to bar slot machine manu- 
facture in the state moved to the 
Illinois house floor today with com- 
mittee approval. 


The industry and labor relations 


committee gave it a resounding 27 
to 1 favorable vote Wednesday aft- 
er sponsors changed the bill to 
make the ban inapplicable to free 
play pinball devices. 


The sponsors, Reps. John M. 


King (R-Wheaton) and Joseph R. 
Peterson (R-Princeton), f o u g h t 
and defeated an amendment pro- 
posed by Rep. Elroy C. Sandquist 
(R-Chicago), who has slot makers 
in his district. 


Sandquist wanted to 
exempt 


from the proposed ban manufac- 


ture of slot machines for shipment 
abroad or to states with legal 
gambling. 


Assails Amendment 


Peterson, a former Bureau coun- 


ty state's attorney, assailed the 
Sandquist amendment as an at- 
tempt to write into state law a 
provision contradictory to federal 
anti-gambling statutes. 


Besides, he said, the amendment 


would have the effect of defining 
a property right that now is non- 
existent under state law. 


"Any private citizen who sees a 


slot machine can bust it to hell," 
Peterson declared, "and nobody 
can have a property right in a 
slot machine. It's an illegal ob- 
ject."

NEW YORK UB—The sound dol- 


lar and the wobbly franc are sit- 
ting in today on the conference be- 
tween President Eisenhower and 
French Premier Mayer. Defense 
is the official topic on the yacht 
Williamsburg—but finance has a 
loud voice at the table. 


The U. S. President is trying to 


get a sound dollar by managing the 
money market in ways the previ- 
ous administration did not use but 
government spending — here and 
abroad — will play a major role. 


Wants Dollar Kelp 


The French iaader wants dollar 


help in Indochina — but also to 
stave off another crisis brought on 
in large part by inflationary fi- 
nancial policies followed in France 
since the war, American bankers 
contend. 


The sound dollar the administra- 


tion aims at won't be one redeem- 
able in gold, as before 1933, but 
in more or less the same amount 


of goods and services whenever the 
holder decides to spend it. Such a 
dollar hasn't been seen around 
here most of the time since the 
war—just as a stable franc is still 
a stranger in France. 


The U. S. Treasury and the Fed- 


eral Reserve Banks will work to- 
gether on the fiscal policy intend- 
ed to stabilize the dollar. • 


• Shrink Floating Debt 


The Treasury will try to shrink 


the amount of the floating federal 
debt—the large volume of 91-day 
treasury bills floating around act

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Secretary Dulles Must Face 
Senate Foes Another Dav

WASHINGTON to—Weather fore- 


cast : More rain for Secretary of 
State Dulles. 


He's winning in the current crisis 


—getting the senate to approve 
Charles $. Bohlen as ambassador 
to Moscow—but that doesn't mean 
he's heard the last of it. 


Dulles' three most relentless foes 


in the Bohlen fight will shortly 
have a chance to rake him over, 
lace to face. 


They are Senators McCarthy of 


Wisconsin and Bridges of New 
Hampshire, both Republicans, and 
Sen. McCarran, Nevada Democrat. 
All three are members of the sen- 
ate's powerful appropriations com- 
mittee. Bridges is chairman. 


Bridges is chairman ot the sub- 


committee which checks on the 
state department. McCarthy and 
McCarran are on this subcommit- 
tee. 


Reveals Aim 


Weeks ago, 
when he took 


this subcommittee chairmanship, 
Bridges told newsmen: "I want to 
keep the state department under 
my thumb." 


Dulles will have to appear be- 


fore all three of them to explain 
and justify the money his depart- 
ment says it needs. 


This means Bridges, McCarthy 


and McCarran can cross-examine 
him to their heart's desire, some- 
thing they couldn't do before the 
foreign relations committee. None 
cf the three is a member of that 
committee. 


McCarthy already has served no- 


tice he'll probably tackle Dulles on 
the Bohlen case when the secre- 
tary comes before the appropria- 
tions subcommittee. 


McCarthy and' McCarran both 


said during the Bohlen fight that 
the state department's security of- 
ficer, R. W. Scott McLeod, disa- 
greed with Dulles, who maintained 
that JBohlen was a good security 
risk. Dulles said there was no such 
disagreement. 


McLeod Absent 


After making his charge that 


McLeod had disagreed 'with Dulles 
on Bohlen, McCarthy tried to get 
McLeod to testify before the sen- 
ate 
investigating committee he 


heads. For a still unexplained rea- 
son, McLeod stayed away. 


Then McCarthy tried to talk the 


f o r e i g n relations 
committee— 


which unanimously endorsed Boh- 
len—to call McLeod. The • foreign 
relations committee didn't buy the 
idea. Not being a member of that 
committee, McCarthy couldn't 
push it. 


But now there's nothing to stop 


McCarthy, Bridges and McCarran 
from questioning both Dulles and 
McLeod when their appropriations 
subcommittee begins hearings on 
funds for the state department.

NAM Asks That 
Industry-Wide

WASHINGTON UB—The National 


Association of Manufacturers asked 
Congress today to outlaw industry- 
wide strikes and to stop forcing 
employers to negotiate health and 
welfare plans with unions. 


George W. Armstrong jr., pres- 


ident of the Texas Steel Company 
and chairman of the NAM's Indus- 
trial Relations Committee, said in 
a statement prepared for the Sen- 
ate Labor Committee, which is con- 
sidering proposed amendments to 
the Taft-Hartley Act: 


"Compulsory

employe benefit plans can impose 
an intolerable burden on the col- 
lective bargaining process, threat- 
en its effectiveness, magnify the 
problems of contract administi'a- 
tion, and open up additional areas 
of labor-management conflict." 


Armstrong said the NAM be- 


lieves the workers' right to strike 
should be preserved. However, he 
said Congress should p r o h i b i t 
strikes^ on an industry-wide basis, 
sympathy strikes and walkouts to 
enforce "featherbedding or work- 
restrictive demands."

Blood Test for Sobriety 
Proposed in Legislature 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. </F>—A blood 


analysis procedure has been pro- 
posed in the Illinois Senate to'de- 
termine a motorist's drunkenness 
or sobriety at the time of a traffic 
accident. 


If a test showed 15 hundredths 


per cent alcohol present in the 
blood, a person would be consid- 
ered intoxicated. Under five hun- 
dredths would show sobriety, and 
between 5 and 15 would be incon- 
clusive. 


The test would have to be ad- 


ministered within two hours after 
an accident, and any person would 
be privileged to refuse examina- 
tion of his blood.

Bank Loans in Wisconsin 


MADISON. Wis. I/Pi— Two Demo- 


cratic assemblymen proposed to- 
day that the Wisconsin legislature 
investigate the propriety of loans 
made to Senator McCarthy (R- 
Wis) by his home town bank. 


The resolution introduced by As- 


semblymen Edward 
Mertz and 


Charles 
Schmidt of Milwaukee 


charged that McCarthy put up "on- 
ly a fraction" of the required col- 
lateral in obtaining a $149,176 loan 
from the Appleton State Bank Dec. 
21, 1945. 


It accused the Wisconsin ^Bank- 


ing department of condoning a 
"flagrant violation of the law" and 
recommended that a joint commit- 
tee of both legislative houses in- 
vestigate both the bank and the 
Banking department's handling of 
the McCarthy loan. A report would 
be made at the present session of 
the legislature. 


GOP Controlled 


Republicans control both houses 


of the legislature. 


The resolution said: 
"With a modest $500,000 capital 


and surplus, the Appleton bank on 
Dec. 21, 1945, loaned Sen. McCar- 
thy $149,176 with which to buy 
railroad stock, thereby making 
McCarthy's aggregate obligation to 
the bank 5169,540." 


The resolution cited state laws 


which limit the amount a state 
bank may loan any one person to 
20 per cent of its capital and sur- 
plus. Federal Reserve Board regu- 
lations, the resolution continued, 
require a person borrowing from 
a bank for stock speculation pur- 
poses to pledge collateral in the 
amount of at least four times the 
loan. 


"McCarthy pledged only a frac- 


tion of the required amount for 
security," the proposal stated. It 
added: 


"Condone Violation'' 


"For years the State Banking 


department has not only condoned 
flagrant violation of the law but 
has refused and failed to make any 
utterances relative to law viola- 
tions by the Appleton State Bank, 
and gives as an excuse for such 
silence the law requiring secrecy 
in such matters." 


At Appleton, Arthur F. Zuchike, 


president of the bank, said: 


"It is apparent that the political 


enemies of Sen. McCarthy know 
no limits in their attacks, either 
on him or any business institution 
with which he might have had a 
relationship.

"The matter of Sen. McCarthy's 


loans at the Appleton Stat'e Bank, 
have been thoroughly investigated 
by the Wisconsin Department ^of 
Banking, and no criticism has been 
forthcoming. The bank has care- 
fully observed the laws and regu- 
lations governing state banks, a,nd 
if the Wisconsin legislature' does 
not trust its own Banking depart- 
ment, our books are open to any

NEW YORK Ml— James A. Mof- 


ett, 66, executive of oil companies 
and the first federal housing ad- 
ministrator, died Wednesday after 
a long illness. 


He died at the home of his sister 


and brother-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. 
Harold O. Barker, where he had 
ived recently. 


Moffett was chairman of the 


board of the California-Texas Oil 
company from 1936 until .1943. 
Among his oilier oil connections 
,vas the post of senior vice-presi- 
dent and operating head o£ the 
Standard 
Oil Company of 
New 


Jersey. In 1934 and 1935 hie was 
federal housing administratorj'and 
after resigning, he returned to the 
oil business. 


Moffett'was a friend ot the late 


President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and for several years acted as an 
unofficial adviser to Roosevelt on 
Far Eastern affairs. In 1943 Mof. 
fett resigned executive posts with 
industrial concerns, but continued 
his own business interests. During 
World War I, he had been in 
charge of purchasing gasoline and 
fuel oil for the armies and navies 
of U.S. allies. After that service, 
he helped open the rich oil re- 
serves of Saudi Arabia for the 
United States. 


Surviving are his widow, Mrs. 


Irene Moffett and five children, in 
addition to his sister, Mrs. Barker. 
He was married three times. His 
first wife died and the second mar- 
riage ended in divorce.

SPRINGFIELD —(Special)—The 


Illinois Veterans Commission an- 
nounced today there is still time 
this year to receive state aid to 
help defray educational expenses 
cf children of deceased World War 
I or II veterans. 


Applications for financial assist- 


ance must be filed before the end 
of the school term if aid for the 
1952-53 school year is desired. 


The state provides $150 a year 


for tuition, supplies, 
books or 


board and room to children whose 
parent or parents were killed in 
service or subsequently died from 
service-connected causes. 


Requirements stipulate that the 


veteran must have, served during 
World War I or n (between Dec. 
6, 1941 and Dec. 31, 1946) and 
children must be between 14 and 
22 years old and at least in the 
ninth grade. 


If the child attends a state sup- 


ported institution he or she is en- 
titled to a full scholarship as well 
as the $150.

arets via the Mediterranean and 
moving coffee into Germany from 
the low countries. 


Blames Liquor 


France blames a new abun- 


dance of liquor for at least part of 
a five per cent increase in crime 
during 1952. During the Second 
World War drink was scarce and 
so was crime. Police note too that 
more people are entering asy- 
lums with mental diseases trace- 
able to alcoholism. 


Only Britain is really worried 


by an upsurge in crime of all 
kinds. Home Office 'men working 
out their 1952 statistics fear they 
may top all-time records of 1951. 


Officials say the number one 


cause of Britain's crime wave is 
a postwar depletion in the police 
forces. 
The changing postwar 


pattern has changed the crime 
pattern too. 


Dramatic Drop 


Austria, for instance, reports a 


dramatic drop in violent crime but 
a big increase in car thefts — 
simply because more- cars are on 
the road. 
Similarly, Sweden re- 


ports more drunken driving. 


Switzerland has more juvenile 


and sex offenders but the big wor- 
ry there is an increase in traffic 
accidents. 


Norway has a general crime 


sheet smaller than in 1939. Bel- 
gium says crime is wanning. The 
Netherlands reports all quiet. 


Italy records'a constant decline 


over the last three years and 
proudly reports things are looking 
better even in Sicily, traditional 
flashpoint of bandit feuding.

Last 
year 90 per cent of membership 
voted for an athletic reform pro- 
gram.

firm. But if he does the same as' 
a goifcr the USGA throws him out 
on his car.

spend more than $10 * d*y tor 


loom and boaicl but if he happens 
to be adept in hitting a tennis ball 
he can go $5 higher. 


An amateur is a crack football' 


halfback who can accept a college 
scholarship plus a grant-in-aid— 
side money for books and board— 
without jeopardizing his simon- 
pure standing. 


Back of Hand 


Track men can take scholarships, 


too, but a golfer or tennis player 
automatically becomes a profes- 
sional if he docs. 


An amateur is a tennis player 


who can travel around the lush 
play spots of the world on an un- 
ending expense account but, if he 
tries it in golf, he gets the back 
of the USGA's hand.

New Camera 
Snaps TNT 
In Action 


LOS ALAMOS, N. M. Hfi — Scien- 


tists have slowed the lightning 
streak of a high explosive fuse to a 
crawl with a new camera designed 
to record what happens when an 
A-bomb cuts loose. 


At the rate of aii million ex- 


posures a second, explosives more 
powerful than TNT creep slug- 
gishly before this camera's eye. 


The new camera, which looks 


more like a cannon, was devel- 
oped by a University of California 
scientist here in the birthplace t>f 
the atomic bomb.. 


Berlyn Brixner, its inventor, says 


that actually his camera won't take 
31/" million exposures a second. 
That's 
because 
it 
won't hold 


enough film for an entire second 
at that astronomic rate. 


For practical purposes, it shoots 


170 pictures in 1-20,000 of a second. 


Brixner won't say his camera 


is the fastest in the world. Nor 
will Brixner commit himself that 
the purpose of the camera is 
atomic research. It was designed, 
he said, "to take pictures of high 
explosive phenomena." 
Officials 


say the camera has r.ot yet been 
used in atomic field tests. 


The camera couldn't be slung 


around the neck to snap the fami- 
ly picnic. It takes two men to 
carry it. 


Some data for the camera bugs: 


the camera is equipped with Ob- 
jective lenses with focal length 
varying from 24 to 240 inches.

170 framing 
lenses 


working at F-26. 


It- works best on objects which 


are brilliantly self - illuminated 
such as the sun—or an A-bomb 
explosion.

heating through before serving. 
Allow 14 to % pound of uncooked 
ham and ^ pound of the fully 
cooked ham per serving. 


A whole ham or the full butt 


half lend themselves best to hand- 
some scoring and glazing and pro- 
vide more generous servings. 


Follow the directions on the 


wrapper or tag attached to the 
meat. Or place the ham fat-side- 
up on a rack set in a roasting pan. 
Do not add water or cover the pan 
and roast in a slow oven (325 de- 
grees F.). 


For the most accurate guide to 


doneness, insert a roast meat'ther- 
mometer in the center of the thick- 
est muscle, making certain it is 
not touching fat or bone. Roast a 
fully cooked ham about ,10 minutes 
to the ppund to an internal tem- 
perature of 130 degrees F.

"The big problem is to overcome 
people's inertia against chang«." 


Fairchild is all for change. He 


has built a fabulous, multi-million- 
dollar career on one word: 


"Why?" 
He was born with a silver spoon 


in his mouth—and a golden ques- 
tion mark. 


He's Different 


When he was a teen-ager, his 


wealthy parents presented him 
with a $10,000 Locomobile. Instead 
of wrapping it around a tree or 
taking the high school girls out 
for a spin, Sherman drove the car 
into a garage and began taking it 
apart to see what made it work.

Who Flee Reds' Terror 


FRANKFURT, Germany UP) — 


They flee from the terrorized East 
in many ways. 


Some pirate airplanes for their 


escape. Others have seized loco- 
motives. An excursion boat cap- 
tain ran his river ship past shoot- 
ing guards to a haven for his 
family in the West. Most simply 
sneak by night across borders 
where Communist police have or- 
ders to shoot to kill. 


All risk 
their lives, leaving 


homes, property and jobs behind. 
They arrive in the West by the 
thousands—free, but penniless. In 
an area already overcrowded with 
refugees, they face a bleak future. 


This is where the United States 


steps in. 


Has Program 


The U. S. has a project to help 


these fugitives get on their feet as 
free men. It's called the "Escape 
Program." It began last summer 
with a $4,300.000 appropriation for 
its first fiscal year. 


So far, it has helped nearly 12,- 


000 fugitives: 4.500 Czechs, 3,000 
Hungarians, 1,300 Poles, 600 Al- 
banians, 300 Baits, 1,200 Bulgari- 
ans, 600 Romanians and 500 Rus- 
sians. 


It has enabled 3,400 of them to 


emigrate to the U.S., Canada, 
South America and Australia. For

Naturally, the Communists don't 


like this program. They have com- 
plained in the United Nations but 
there appear no signs that the 
program will be abandoned.

A recent repo'rt estimated there 


are more than 20,000 non-German 
refugees from. Communism living 
in camps scattered around the rim 
of the Iron Curtain—with about 400 
more at riving every month. Refu- 
gees from the Soviet zone of Ger- 
many are cared for separately by 
the West German government. 


The U. S. escapee program does 


not attempt housing and feeding. 
Their camps are operated by the 
country to which they flee. That 
country provides the barracks and 
a minimum subsistence diet.

ments their meager supplies and 
helps them emigrate. It works 
through many relief and welfare

Coal Miners 
Will Build 
10 Hospitals 


WASHINGTON UP) — The United 


Mine Workers welfare and retire 
ment fund announced today the 
signing of a contract to build 10 
hospitals with a total of 1,010 beds 
in West Virginia, Kentucky anc 
Virginia. 


The hospitals, all located in rich 


coal-r.iitiing areas, will provide 
care for disabled, injured or sick 
coal-miners and their families. 


Cost of the 10 plants was not 


announced but it was believed the 
total will approximate 15 million 
dollars. 


The hospital program, part of 


the fund's welfare activity for John 
L. Lewis' miners, is believed to 
be the first of its kind in the his- 
tory cf American labor. Some lo- 
cal UMW unions have subsidized 
small hospitals in the past, and 
some other unions have provided 
permanent care for their aged re- 
tired members but nothing on the 
scale contemplated by the welfare 
fund has been undertaken. 


The construction contract was 


signed by the Memorial Hospital 
Association of Kentucky, Inc., a 
corporation described as wholely 
owned by the welfare fund. Money 
to build the hospitals was loaned 
the corporation by the welfare fund 
and must be repaid within some 
definite period, not announced. 


The welfare fund is supported by 


royalty payments by mine owners 
whose mines are worked by mem 
bers of Lewis' mine workers. The 
contribution last year was raised 
to 40 cents, for every ton of coal 
mined.

clots in the human body kill three- 
fourths as many Americans every 
year as are slain by automobiles, 
a Philadelphia doctor reports. 


These fugitive clots, called "pul- 


monary emboli," are possible fol- 
lowing a 
surgical operation 
or 


childbirth—and they 
kill 30,000 


people in this country annually, 
declared I3r. Meyer Naide, com- 
pared with 40,000 auto deaths. 


The clots form in the legs, in- 


crease in size, then suddenly break 
away and race upward to the 
lungs, where they impair the oxy- 
gen supply to the body, often re- 
sulting in death.

Women's Medical College of Phila- 
delphia doctor said the only way 
to prevent the clots is to find and 
tackle them while they are small 
and stationary in the blood ves- 
sels of the legs.
